The Bele Glade City 
Commission resolved Mon- 
day to request the state 
governmentto fund county 
‘courts systems and take any 
action needed to be sure 
state residents don't suffer 
because of the abolition of 
municipal courts, due to take 
place Jan. 1, 1977. 


The resolution also- urged 
the state government leaders 
to “candidly advise the 
citizens of the State of 
Florida of the impact that 
will inevitably result when 
the County Courts of the 
State of Florida are required 
to assume the additional 
burden of accepting the 
obligations and jurisdictions 
of municipal courts, and 


especially the affect such - 


additional burden will haye 
upon providing speedy trials 
for persons charged with 
violation of state statutes of 
municipal ordinances." 


The resolution points out 
that, “it has become 
apparent” the state funding 
hasn't been provided to 
allow the county courts to 
take up the slack in counties 
where the changeover has 
already taken place and 
suggests this failure will add 
to the increase in crime. 


Another area thé city is 
asking the state legislative, 
executive and judicial bran- 
ches to tell the citizens 
about is that municipalities 

‘will haye no-eontrol over the 
system due to take place 
Jan. 8: 

The amended State Cons- 
titution provides that muni- 
cipal courts shall be phased 
out, along with city jails, on 
Jan. 3 but a move afoot in 
the state legislature to 
postpone the effective date 
for two years is being 
closely watched locally by 
those involved in the 
criminal justice system.

Black officers won't return 


Tre™Belle’ Glade Police 
Depzrtmont will be beefed 
up by two men in the near 
future but despite a plea to 
return them, black officers 
removed three weeks ago 
from the Southwest section 
of town will not be returned. 

The city commission met 
with Police Chief Charles 
Goodlett Tuesday morning 
after Nathaniel Edwards, 
owner. of the Starlite Club at. 
901 S.W. Sixth St, said 
there is an element of fear in 
the southwest section. 

Goodlett said there is no 
difference now in law 
enforcement in the black 
section of town compared to 
three weeks ago. Edwards 
and Mayor-commissioner 
William Grear said crime 
has been on the increase, 
with the sale uf drugs on an 
open basis on the sidewalks. 

Goodlett told the commis. 
sioners he had pulled his 
three black officers out of 
the area to give them more 
overall experience and be- 
cause they had complained 
they were, “stuck in the 
Southwest section aid can't 
get help.” 

Grear said that while 
there had been a number of 
demands from black citizens 
to remove the black officers 
he said some of the same 
people who had made those 
demands are now asking 
that they be returned. 

While Edwards was the 
only person to speak on 
the issue during the regular 
commission meeting Monday 
night, Grear said 30 to 40 
people were supposed to 
have been there. 

Edwards said Monday 
night that black officers are 
more effective in the black 
section of the city because 
they аге more familiar with 
the area and the people. 

“The people who are apt 
to be committing crimes are 
more fearful of ` black 
officers," Edwards said, "but 
even if they do return, erime 
will stay and grow until we 
geta walking cop back on 
the beat, especially between 
Fourth and Sixth Streets." 

City Commissioner Au- 
brey Farmer asked Edwards 


how he would feel about the 
idea of single walking 
patrólmen accompanied by 
dogs. "I feel a man and a 
dog would get more respect 
than two officers," Edwards 
replied. 

“If we put one man down 
there," Farmer said, “and 
sooner or later he's going to 
be killed. You know as well 
as I do it gets dangerous 
down there on Friday and 
Saturday nights." 

"It is dangerous" Ed- 
wards agreed, "but what are 
you going to do, pull out the 
officers and leave the 
citizens to themselves,” 

The danger came up again 
the next morning when 
Goodlett warned the com- 
missioners that if a walking 
patrolman is reassigned to 
the Southwest section, there 
could be trouble. 

He said the main reason 
for the trouble would be that 
a patrolman would sooner or 
later be forced to disperse 
some of the crowds on 
sidewalks, if һе were doing 
his job, “and they wouldn't 
like that." 


, Mayor Grear said he 
though the commission had 
budgeted three walking 


officers for this year and 
Goodlett agreed but said 
three other officers had been 
taken away from the force, 

The commissioners said 
there must have been a 
misunderstanding because 
they couldn't remember 
taking away any officers. 

Goodlett said he under- 
stood that three officers had 
been removed during budget 
ssions but if the commis- 
„sion was agreeable, he 
would hire two more 
officers already provided for 
under the budget, although 
thoy wouldn't be-assigned to 
‘walking duty. 

"A walking officer," the 
police chief said, "is the best 
crime preventative we have. 
A good example of that is 
purse snatching (at Glades 
Plaza). Its about поп-ехіѕ- 
tent now. But a walking 
officer is limited. He can't 
cover the area,” 

When Farmer asked Go- 
odlett what he thought 


about the idea of using 
patrolmen walking beats 
with dogs, using two to four 
dogs -which would be paid 
for outside the police 
budget, Goodlett “said he 
would have to think about 
that. 

He said the department is 


already considering buying 
one or two more dogs 
following the success of the 
city's first  police-trained 
dog. 

Commissioner Ralph Kirk 
warned thete would probab- 
ly be trouble caused by the 
use of the dogs. 


In response to a question 
about what would happen 
when the city jail is closed in 
January, Goodlett said the 
city would no longer have 
the jail personnel on the 
payroll but he didn't see any 
other change in his person- 
nel requirements.

lock in 1919." B 

Part. of that ‘history of 
change goes back to 1881 
when Hamilton  Disstón 
demonstrated by construct- 
ing 40 miles of canal an 
river improvements that the 
water level in the Glades 
could be lowered. Disston 
also, however, showed- just 
how expensive and enor 
mously complex the drain- 
age problem was. 


Disston was the first to 
make'an attempt to dredge. 
what is now known as the 
Miami Canal. The effort was 
to clear the canal south to 
link Lake Okeechobee to the 


Shark Valley and Florida 
Bay. : 

Roberts — said Disston 
made it less than a dozen 
miles before striking rock 
his dredge couldn't handle 
and he had to abandon the 
project. 

He said it wan't until 
1902 that work began again 
onthecanal and construction 
of the locks at Lake Harbor, 
along with the spillway and 
lockhouse, began. 

Roberts noted that while 
the earliest canals were dug 
with the express purpose of 
drainage in mind, the. 1926 
and "28 hurricanes changed 


the emphasis to flood 
control. Since then, the 
emphasis has again been 


Switched; this time to water 
conservation. 

But it's the early years, 
when the Miami lock was 
still in operation that the 
state is primarily interested 
in. Besides photos and 
artifacts of the times, 
Roberts said he would like 
to have input from any of the 
the earlier settlers ‘in the 
Lake ' Okeechobee ' region. 
He said he could be reached 
by calling telephone number 
306-546-3771. 

The museum has been a 
pet project of County 
Commissioner E. W. "Bud"

vacation prizes are offered 


at county fairs, mall 
openings and the like. Soon 
after registration, consum 


ers receive a letter offering 


them a vacation in Florida 
for a nominal fee, usually 
under $25.00. They are then 


sent a vacation certificate, 
with bonus coupons for 
other accomodations, and a 
reservation request form 
which carries а fee, usually 


around $10.00. 

The hitch comes in that 
consumers must usually take 
the vacation within ап 
allotted time period, and all 
reservations must be sub. 
mitted with the fee to the 
vacation plan company in 
advance, Often these 
reservations are not in the 
better hotels or even a city 
that the consumers request. 
The consumers involved, too 
many times, fail to realize 
that transportation, food and 


other’ expenses are not 
covered by the vacation 
package. These costs alone, 


can run into large sums of 
money. 

In all likelihood, once the 
consumers arrive, they will 
be asked to hear а sales 
presentation on some "fabu. 


lous offer" such as a vacation 
time sharing plan. Incident 
ly, the companies that 
promote these vacation time 
sharing plans, are currently 
being investigated by the 
Federal Trade Commission 
and the Florida Attorney 
General,

Sugar 

We are still hanging onto long July sugar 
positions as recommended since the market seems 
to have resilience of bouncing back from lower 
levels. Meanwhile, implications of a larger 
European beet crop are clounded somewhat by 
continued dry weather which could potentially 
threaten yields, thus negating effects of increased 
acreage. The Dominican Republic State Sugar 
Council said it'anticipages no problems in storing 
the entire current export crop of 1.25 million tons 
rather than selling at existing prices. Last month 
the Council refused bids of up to 15.52 cents/Ib. on 
the New York market, and also rejected an 
unspecified offer from the Venezuelan gobernment 
for 100,000 tons. It has not said officially at what 
price it will start to sell, but trade sources here put 
the figure at 17 cents. The Council is hoping for a 
harvest shortfall in Cuba, Brazil and elsewhere and 
that further Soviet purchases will push up prices. 
Further weakness of sterling and a continuation of 
Latin American producers to hold supplies back 
may put a floor on prices at present while one 
outlet, namely Russia, can tip the balance in favor 
of the bulls if further buying interest develops. 
Meanwhile, long July positions bought 14.40-14.50 
should raise stop protection to 13.57. A close below 
13.57 would signal the beginning of minor 
downtrend. Bull straddles involving purchases of 
July vs. sales of September will gain under bull 
market conditions but decline as board values 
weaken. 


Orange Juice 

The April 9th USDA crop estimate update 
added 800,000 boxes to this year's early-mid fruit, 
and two million boxes to this year's Valencia fruit. 
ОЈ futures prices which had already been defensive 
before the estimate, lost still another cent. The 
nearby May contract reached a low near 59 cents by 
April 12th close, down some 64 cents from the high 
of February 20th, and into new low ground. From a 
chart, point of view, the market has continued in a 
down channel with no bottom yet in sight. From a 
fundamental point of view, the recent selloff appears 
to have been overdone. Spot and contract 
delivered-in fruit for the week of April 3rd was at 
54.8 cents per pound solids, and the "basis" to the 
nearby May futures contract is now less than 5 
cents. This is as narrow as the basis has been for 
the past two years. Logically, either spot fruit 
prices will have to weaken, or futures prices will 
have to bottom out in the near term. With 
production-consumption factors in balance, the 
industry will sell at least as much as it produces 
this year, so that we do not expect spot Valencia 
fruit prices to. weaken. Indeed, given the 
competition for cash fruit among processors which 
has continued all season long, we expect Valencia 
fruit to be priced between 55 cents and 60 cents this 
year. .Thus, we feel that the futures market is 
currently establishing front end lows, and 
recommend buying in either the July or September 
deliveries both for the lifting of short hedges and for 
new long speculation. 


Corn 

Exports are proceeding at an excellent pace аз 
witnessed by the 38.9 million bushel weekly 
shipments for the week ending April 9. 
Nevertheless, traders some time ago accepted the 
USDA projection ‘of a 1.5 to 1.6 billion bushel 
export total for the 1975-76 marketing year at face 
value and that is simply not enough to prevent an 
increase in carryover stocks this October 1 to about 
500 million bushels compared to 359 million the 
previous year, Given an increase in acreage for the 
new crop, it is difficult to develop a bullish case for 
corn prices. A sustaining factor has been the pace 
of foreign demand the the speculative awareness of 
the fact that corn thay be the favored grain if new 
export sales are made with the USSR and/or 
Eastern Europe countries, so that fresh export 
potential seems greater here than elsewhere. The 
USDA's April 15th report incidated that farmers 
intend to plant 82.7 million acres to corn vs. 71.9 
last year and 80.8 in the January intentions report. 
The report was,. perhaps, a shade above 
expectations and traders talked in terms of a 
perhaps, a shade above expectations and traders 
talked in terms of 6.5 to 7.0 billion bushel crop.
